Tickets to the Museum 

The gift to the Museum of five hundred dollars or its 
equivalent in works of art entitles a subscriber to a personal 
ticket giving admission to the Museum during his life. 

Annual Tickets admitting four persons (transferable) are is- 
sued to Annual Subscribers of $10.00 and upwards. 
Subscribers are also entitled to receive, free by post, copies of 
the Report of the Museum, issued yearly, and the Bulletin, 
which appears bi-monthly. Cheques should be made paya- 
ble to the Museum of Fine Arts and addressed to the Museum. 

Admission by ticket is granted to artists on satisfying the 



Director of their professional qualification, and for such period 
as the Director may determine, not exceeding one year. 

Free tickets of admission are also issued at the Director's 
discretion to 

( 1 ) Teachers, alone or accompanied by pupils for 
purposes of instruction in art. 

(2) Any student of art or history, when rec- 
ommended by a teacher known to the Museum ; also special 
students whose course of investigation may be assisted by work 
in the Museum, and those who are attending special courses 
of instruction in the Museum. 

(3) Designers and other artists employed in in- 
dustries and duly recommended to the Museum. 

Application for free admission under these provisions should 
be made at the Director's office. 

Free tickets of admission are issued at the Director's dis- 
cretion to special students whose course of investigation may 
be aided by work in the Library. Application should be 
made through the Librarian.
